Pound Enemy 
Positions

SAIGON (AP) - Waves of 


S52 bombers 
pounded North 


Vietnamese positions Inside the 
demilitarized zone today for the 
first time In two months. 


The giant bombers, 
each 


carrying 50,000 pounds of explo* 
slves, made three raids during 
the day on the northern half of 
the sbwnile-wide zone between 
North and South Vietnam. 


Their targets were the fortifi- 


cations and artillery positions 
from which the North Vietnam- 
ese have been inflicting a heavy 
toll on U.S. Marine and South 
Vietnamese units just below the 
zone, 


this toll was reflected in 


weeky 
casualty 
figures 
an- 


nounced today which showed 282 
Americans killed last week, the 
third highest death count for a 
seven-day period this year. But 
the U.S. Command said 2,114 
Communist troops were killed 
last week, nearly double the 1,- 
331 reported killed the week be- 
fore and the highest enemy 
weekly toll in a month. 


It was also reported that 1,170 


U.S. servicemen were wounded 
and one was missing last week. 
South 
Vietnamese casualties 


were 158 killed, 460 wounded 
and 29 missing. 


The U.S. Command reported 


an increase of 1,000 men last 
week in the number of Ameri- 
can troops in South Vietnam, 
raising the total of 465,000. The 
strength of other foreign allied 
lorces remained at 54,000 and 
the estimate of enemy strength 
also was unchanged at 296,000. 


The B52 raids on the demili- 


tarized zone highlighted a day 
of otherwise 
light action in 


South Vietnam. 


In 
the 
meantime, U.S. 


Marines made a 10-day ground 
sweep inside the zone in late 
May and small tactical bombers 
have pounded enemy artillery 
positions inside and just above 
the zone almost daily. In resum- 
ing the B52 strikes, U.S. com- 
manders apparently felt the risk 
of missiles had been removed or 
greatly reduced.

The cause of the short was a 


loose electrical connector lo- 
cated in an area which was not 
accessible with Surveyor 4 at- 
tached to the rocket.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Form- 


er Welfare Commissioner A. J. 
Moss said Wednesday he never 
received $3,000 from the Ar- 
kansas 
Association of Public 


Welfare Workers as a member 
of the state 
Welfare Board 


charged Wednesday. 


Mrs. Annie Zachary of Mar- 


veil made the charge at a 
meeting of the Welfare Board 
and urged Welfare Commission- 
er Len Blaylock to investigate. 


"It's a puzzle to rne why the 


administration 
continues the 


policy of persecution when I've 
taken absolutely no part in 
state matters since leaving," 
Moss said. 


Mrs. Zachary was appointed 


to the board by Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller. She presented sev- 
en 
motions 
to 
the 
board 


Wednesday. 


Moss, who resigned as Wel- 


fare Commissioner earlier this 
year to take over as director 
of the Federal Housing Admin- 
istration office in Little Rock, 
said it was obvious the resolu- 
tions were made by a "person 
motivated by the administra- 
tion." 


He pointed out that none of 


the resolutions were seconded 
by board members. He said it 
was an attempt to discredit him 
because he was a part of the 
administration of former Gov. 
Orval Faubus. 


"I think they would do well 


to clear up their own situations 
before accusing anyone else 
since 
I know they have two 


illegal appointments on county 
boards in Conway and Sebas- 
tian counties," Moss said. 


Mrs. Zachary also said John 


H. Keech, whom she said is 
Moss' son-in-law, had been on 
the Welfare Department payroll 
from 
September 1966 until 


sometime in April 1967 but that 
he had "never performed any 
duties for the department and 
was enrolled at the University 
of Iowa." 


She asked that the board ask 


the attorney general's office to 
attempt to recover money paid 
Keech. 


Moss said he had been told 


Keech had applied for educa- 
tional leave and that the appli- 
cation had been approved. Mrs. 
Zachary said Keech was never 
authorized educational leave by 
the Educational Leave Commit- 
tee. 


Mrs. Zachary, in other mo- 


tions, called for a "full-scale" 
investigation of the 
Arkansas 


Merit System; asked that Wel- 
fare Commissioner Len Blay- 
lock place Carl Stobuagh in a 
"position he is qualified for"; 
asked the board to 
request 


Blaylock take steps to remove 
"the political cancer that has 
existed In the Welfare Depart- 
ment"; asked the board to ask 
the attorney general's office to 
attempt to recover "the money 
that was paid to Roy Hawkins 
while he served as welfare di- 
rector of Madison County on a 
falsified transcript"; and asked 
the board to establish regular, 
quarterly meetings. 


On another subject Blaylock 


said he would have to take a

look before 
deciding 


whether to make the appoint* 
ment of Mrs, Geraldine Pulliam 
as Greene County welfare di- 
rector permanent.

increases in manpower. But he 
said he did not know when a 
new force level decision would 
be reached. 


He said 450,000 to 460,000 U.S. 


troops now are 
In Vietnam. 


President Johnson, the military 
believes, is faced with basically 
three considerations. 


— "We can assume there will 


be no more forces— but at a cost 
of slowing the momentum of the 
war," one ranking officer said. 


"—We can restore the mo- 


mentum 
with 
one division." 


This would fill gaps left when 
about 15,000 Army troops are 
pulled northward to back up 
Marines 
battling 
intensified 


Communist thrusts 
along the 


DMZ. 


— "We can step up the pace 


with forces beyond that." 


"The unfortunate part is that 


we can't predict as to the dura- 
tion or, termination of the war 
under any of those three op- 
tions." 


This officer, whose views may 


be indicative of the military 
recommendations to President 
Johnson, said the United States 
"could profitably employ" as 
many as five additional divi- 
sions in South Vietnam. 


This would carry the man- 


power level up 200,000. 


There is, however, no great 


optimism among military men 
about the likelihood of getting 
anywhere near 200,000 in the 
next 12 months. Two divisions— 
75,000 or so men—appear to be 
the more likely total. The Army 
training structure has the ca- 
pacity to train up to 90,000 men 
for 
Vietnam in the next 12 


months if- draft call's are in- 
creased. 


In addition to replacing re- 


located troops with one division, 
military planners would deploy 
another division numbering per- 
haps 45,000 men in Vietnam's 
Central Highlands. 


Its mission would be to seal 


off Communist infiltration into 
South Vietnam's Kontum Prov- 
ince along the country's bounda- 
ry with Cambodia a,nd Laos. 


Other combat units could be 


used near the DMZ "to help," 
as this officer expressed it, 
"share the pounding" currently 
belne dealt the Marines by 
North Vietnamese 
ground and 


artillery units. 


There is also the question of 


whether to send sizable man- 
power into the Mekong Delta 
where the Viet Cong number 
is estimated at 80,000.

He said he 
replied, "There has been a 
slight falling off, but on the 
whole it's excellent." The dis- 
cussion then turned to the presi- 
dential election next year and 
Kosygin asked Eaton about the

However, 
since one would not be started 
until the other had been com- 
pleted the effect is to exclude 
the McNab location from further 
speculation until 1970, the tar- 
get date for completion of the 
Alabama project as given in to- 
day's Wall Street Journal. 


Both Arkansas and Alabama

NEW YORK (AP) - 
When 


threats of war rumbled across 
the Slnal Desert last month and 
reverberated iround the world, 
the reaction of many Americans 
was to help Israel, In money, in 
mind and often in person, 


Some said they would fight tor 


Israel if the U.S. government 
would permit it. Some went 
there to work on collective 
farms and in factories to free 
Israeli men for battle* 


When the war ended, those 


who wanted to help were joined 
by those who simply wanted to 
see. 


The result has been nearly six 


weeks of massive tangle in the 
State Department passport divi- 
sion, with one of every five 
passport applications here spec* 
ifying trips to Israel and many 
other listing Arab nations where 
there is no ban on travel, espe- 
cially Lebanon. 


"We're in a virtual state of 


seige," said Joseph R. Callahan, 
agent in charge of the New 
York City office where the brunt 
of passport applications were 
filed. 


Outside 
Callahan's 
office, 


hundreds of persons stood in 
lines hour after hour waiting to 
file their applications or pick up 
their passports. 


The Influx has pushed what is 


normally the office's busiest 
time of year into the nightmare 
category. 


"I don't know if we've had 


some sort of record in applica- 
tions," Callahan said, "but I 
don't remember anything like it 
in my career." 
Normally dur- 


ing the busy early summer 
months, the office averages 1,- 
000 applications per day. Since 
June 2 this year, the average 
has been 2,100 with very little 
decrease during the few days of 
war when even travel to Israel 
was prohibited.

next few months look gabby. 


The United States and most of 


the world seem headed into a 
slow waltz of words. This looks 
true for President Johnson, for 
Congress, and for foreign af- 
fairs in general. 


President Johnson, with the 


1968 
presidential race only a 


year away, can be expected to 
start patting himself on the 
back in public speeches in liveli- 
er fashion than he has attempt- 
ed for most of the past year. 


His exuberance recently got 


the better of his reticence after 
two events which pleased him: 


— His summit meeting with 


Soviet Premier Alexei N. Kosy- 
gin, a meeting which, so far as 
the public knows, accomplished 
nothing but looked nice. 


— His neat sidestep of the 


Arab-Israeli war, keeping the 
United States out of it, to the 
satisfaction of practically ev- 
eryone in this country. 


After that he sounded off in a 


Baltimore speech on the won- 
ders of life in America. He got 
thunderous applause. Since he 
likes to be liked, this was proba- 
bly all the encouragement he 
needed to try more of the same. 


Now he has to deal with a 


dawdling Congress which nobo- 
dy expects to make a distin- 
guished record in the last half of 
this year's session, to which it 
returned Monday from a vaca- 
tion. It was undistinguished in 
the first half. 


This 90th Congress seemed 


clothed in defeatism from the 
start. No one expected it to 
match the performance of the 
89th which, in 1965, put on a fa- 
bulous 
performance, 
and it 


hasn't. 


Besides, the 90th wasn't as 


thoroughly dominated by John- 
son's Democrats as the 89th. 
The 1966 elections, turning a lot 
more House seats over to the 
Republicans, 
gave them and 


Southern Democrats a lot more 
veto power over Johnson's re* 
quests. 


And, since the 90th will re- 


main here until the elections in 
November 1968, there's no rea* 
son to expect a sudden burst of 
energy next year, either.

Irked Moslems 
Seek Censure 
of Israel

(AP) — Angry Moslem diplo- 
mats worked on a resolutior 
today to censure Israel for re- 
fusing to rescind its annexation 
of the Old City of Jerusalem. 


The censure move led by Pak- 


istani Ambassador Agha Shahl 
overshadowed intense behind- 
the-scenes negotions on other 
possible resolutions as the Gen- 
eral Assembly prepared to re- 
sume its emergency session on 
the Middle East this afternoon 
after a one-week recess. 


No agreement appeared near 


on any proposal to break the 
assembly's 
tight deadlock on 


withdrawal of Israeli troops 
from the territories of Egypt, 
Syria and Jordan occupied dur- 
ing the June war. 


Israel touched off the censure 


move 
Tuesday by informing 


Secretary-General U Thant that 
it was going ahead with meas- 
ures to unify the Israeli and 
former Jordanian sectors of 
Jerusalem despite the assembly 
resolution July 4 calling on Is- 
rael to rescind all measures 
which would "alter the status of 
Jerusalem." 


Israel has contended that its 


measures simply provide for 
administrative unity and could 
not be correctly described as 
annexation of the Old City. 


(Whatever the term, Foreign 


Minister Abba Eban made clear 
to Thant that Israel had no in- 
tention of canceling the compre- 
hensive plans already in motion 
for health services, social wel- 
fare, education and protection 
of the holy places in the Arab 
sector. 


The resolution July 4 was 


sponsored by Pakistan and was 
adopted 99-0 with 20 abstentions. 
The United States abstained, 
although _the Johnson adminis- 
tration had urged Israel not to 
annex the Old City. 


The assembly can condemn or 


censure Israel, but only the 
U.N. Security Council can im- 
pose penalties. One proposal 
under consideration was to have 
the assembly ask the council to 
implement the July 4 resolution. 


On the questions of Israeli 


troop withdrawals from Arab 
territory and future steps to sta- 
bilize the Middle East, the as- 
sembly remained divided, de- 
spite numerous efforts during 
the week's recess to find a com- 
promise formula, 


One group, including the Ar- 


abs, the Soviet bloc and some 
so-called nonaligned countries, 
insisted that the assembly must 
call for the withdrawal of Is- 
raeli troops without any condi- 
tions attached. 


Another group, including the 


United States, the latin Ameri- 
cans and most of the Western 
powers, held that the withdraw- 
al must be linked to an end to 
the state of war which the Ar- 
abs have maintained against 
Israel since 1948,

Future Could 
See Fiber* 
for Building

ST, LOUIS, Mo. (AP) - Sky- 


scrapers five times as high as 
the Empire State Building. Sus« 
pension bridges twice as long as 
today's longest. Drastic new 
shapes for aircraft. 


These are the visualizations of 


researchers who for two years 
have been taking a close look at 
the way manmade fibers may 
be joined together to produce 
materials stronger and lighter 
than any natural material, in- 
cluding aluminum. 


Groundwork research in the 


field of composite materials is 
being done by scientists from 
Washington University and the 
Monsanto Co. in St. Louis. 


The close look is made possi- 


ble by a new electron scanning 
microscope able to magnify 200,- 
000 times. With the $85,000 in- 
strument, 
researchers 
scan 


fractured 
composites to see 


what broke first— the fiber or 
the bonding compound, the ma- 
trix. 


The scanning microscope can 


look at samples in depth and 
can be used to take pictures, 
The depth of field advantage 
makes it superior to convention- 
al microscopes 
with a short 


field of focus. 


Some of the fibers being stud- 


ied are made of carbon, boron, 
silicon carbide, glass, steel and 
silicon nitrite. 


Initial research by the Air 


Force indicates the composites 
have three, to five times the 
stiffness and strength of ordi- 
nary structural materials, yet 
are one-third the weight. 


The best known composite, 


made of glass fibers and plas- 
tics, is used for sports equip- 
ment, boats and car bodies. 


"Suspension bridges twice as 


long as today's longest and sky- 
scrapers five times as high as 
the Empire State would techni- 
cally be possible," says Dr. 
John Calfee, Monsanto scientist 
in charge of the research pro- 
gram.

NEW YORK (AP)-Columbia 


University 
said 
today it has 


been given a controlling interest 
in a new cigarette filter which 
it says sharply reduces tar and 
nicotine in tobacco smoke but 
lets the tobacco flavor through. 


The university said it would 


make the filter available im- 
mediately throughout the world 
in an attempt to help smokers 
help themselves by reducing by 
two-thirds the tar and nicotine 
they inhale. 


Noting that cigarette consump- 


tion has risen in the United 
States despite warnings it pre- 
sented a health hazard, Dr. 
Grayson Kirk, Columbia presi- 
dent, said he hoped the new fil- 
ter might lead to a significant 
lessening of what he called one 
of the world's major health 
problems. 


Robert L. Strickman, a New 


Jersey chemist, developed the 
filter after years of experiment-
